Mr. Bdgir Hill, '.raffle mansgtroftbe 
l.iniiavillf, Henderson and St. Louia rail- 
road, aorl one ol the heat :<tiown and 
moat pnpul.ir railroad men in Loniaville, 
dropped d >d Saturday afternoon at 2:36 
o'clock on Fourth avenn-, between 
Oreen and Jefl-rson Death came with- 
out warning.

Mr. Hill wan walking on Fourth ave- 
nue with Mr. Vernon Wolfe, with whom 
he had dined. When a few yards south 
of Jefferson he suddenly reeled and 
• would have fallen had not Mr. Prea 
Haniilon, who waa paaaii g, caugbt him 
in hit arnip. He became pale and gasp- 
ed for breath. Before he could be car- 
ried to a place wbere he could receive 
attention he btcime unconscious. He 
waa laid on the sidewalk. Dr. Black- 
burn, who was passing, hurried to the 
man's side, but bv that time life was ex- 
tinct. Coroner McCollouiih whs notified. 

Tub news of Mr. Mill's death spread 
rapidly, aud caused a profound shock 
It was bo sudden that his friends could 
hardly real s* that he was dead He 
had been at his desk in his < fiv e, In the 
Columbia building a : l morning, 'ltd left 
that place apparently in the best of 
health.

In 
America this is sadlv neglected. Babits 
are indn'ged too much and allowed to 
have their own way.

The Baby's Bath. 
Almost all mothers agree in thinking 
that babies ahould be bathed every day. 
(Jlearliness is one of the most important 
rs in the well being of the child, 
as well ss the adult. One that is bathed 
properly will bu most unlikely lo take 
cold, and is also leas likely to take any 
contagious dieeaae than one who ia 
bathed lees frequently. 

The best time for the bath is mi iway 
bi tween two feedings, never when be is 
hungry, or immediately after a meal, and 
may be in the afternoon or forenoon, b 
suit the convenience ol the mother. 
The room should be warm enough to be 
comfortable, and the water a little wait- 
er than new milk. Have the clean 
clothing and everything you will need 
ready, so there will be no needless de- 
lay, for the bath ahould be given quick- 
ly. Pat the bath tab on a box or low 
table, eo yon can sit beside it and work 
comfortably. Put the water in the tub, 
dissolvo a teaapoonfol of powdered borax 
in it, remove the clothing and set the 
baby in it. Wash him quickly using a 
little good soap and a large, sott sponge 
The borax softens the water, nuktug it 
nice for the tender flesh of the little one 
When you have finished, lift him out, 
drv the little body with a soft piece ( f 
old linen, and dust any places thai seem 
in danger of chafing with powdered 
starch or browned flour, tied up in a thin 
flannel cloth. Put on clean clothing, 
which should be warm and dry, and be 
will usually go to sleep in a lew minutes.
